Building, where the Society then met. 


The Vets Building has long been 
closed and boarded. The 1966 Chevy II was stolen back in 1992. There are no current members in the Vallejo Numismatic 
Society who belong then, except the one who joined that August evening, namely me. 


The coin community----a nomenclature not spoken and used much by many coin hobbyists----has had its changes since 
then, and these can be quickly itemized: return of modern commemorative coinages, ever increasing precious metal prices, the 
slabs, and the death of local coin clubs across our entire nation. 


Your Editor has had changes: then a college student at his beloved al mater, San Francisco State University, and now 
retired! What A Change! 


Yet, there are thoughts and things that endure, that span decades, and that remain true as yesterday and shall be true 
tomorrow. Poets, pundits, and preachers have spoken and written far greater than my words here. 


Your Editor can leave the philosophy, the poetry, and prose to those far better with words and meaning. But, after forty 
vears, Your Editor cannot dismiss that one eternal, one lasting treasure, and the one real reward: the friends, the friends who 
shared this passion called numismatics and shared their lives with me as I did with them.

KEN FOWLER 
talked about his collecting old Almanacs, which included some dated back to 1715 and 1766, and BILL 
HURJA talked about his dream to build a Stanley Steamer and his 1931 Model A Ford that he working 
on. Further, BILL talked about building three houses and his work with the Election Commission.” The 
members presented voted BILL’s presentation the best and most interesting. Also, BILL had agreed to 
continue as the Society’s President in 2012.

Earlier, at the 
September 21, 2011 meeting, ALVIN H.W. LO gave his ‘How To Design Club Medals’ program: “AL 
has designed medals for the California State Numismatic Association (CSNA), the San Jose Coin Club, 
the Cupertino Coin Club, and the Liberty Numismatic Society. He gave us new insights of tools now 
available to design and create designs for club medals. Thanks, AL, for an excellent presentation.”

With fewer than five hundred (500) remaining, these are difficult to acquire. JEFF shared his knowledge 
of the thirteen (13) documented varieties, verified by personal examination.” At this same meeting, 
JACK FREE “brought his binder of GGIE material, featuring ‘a little bit of everything’, including an 
1881 Morgan Dollar engraved ‘Treasure Island 1940’.” Also, STEPHEN M. HUSTON “shared a silver 
souvenir spoon from GGIE with the Court of Pacifica in the bowl of the spoon.” Sidebar Factoid: Jules 
Charbneau actually purchased the large statue of Pacifica, which dominated the Court after the Exposition 
closed in 1940; however, the United States Navy, due to World War II, taking over the Treasure Island 
site resulted in 1941, the statue being dynamited and destroyed. Readers: Your Editor has a passion for 
1939 and 1940 Golden Gate International Exposition (GGIE).

This Show will be held at the Mendocino County Veterans’ Memorial Building, 292 
Seminary Avenue, in Ukiah, California. Hours are scheduled for 10:00 AM to 6:00 PM. 
Tables, 4x6, are available for $20.00 each, and the Show is open to coin, stamp, and 
card, and any collectible dealer. At this point, there is no posted admission Charge. Karl 
is trying to arrange also an information table. 


Renewals. Dues Notices. Second Notices. Late or Delinquent Dues Payments. Lost Members. That time of 
the calendar year has ended for most coin clubs here in northern California as to who did and who did not 
renew, paying their coin club's respective annual dues. Most coin clubs, and there are exceptions, having 
dues fixed and prorated to and upon the calendar year. 


Being a Treasurer for several diverse organizations, and paying dues annually, there can be no 
escaping from this necessity for our local coin clubs, or any organization. 


Yet, does there exist some means to encourage, and to enhance, prompt, positive, and pleasant 
dues renewal? 


Why some members--those with only short length of membership or those with decades in the 
group--fail to renew, quit without explanation, cease attending, or just simply disappear are beyond the 
editorialized thoughts expounded here. Career or Job Changes. Personal Finances or Family Needs. 
Retirement or Relocation. Children or Commuting. Any Of these. You Name It. 


But, my point here is to extend and express some ideas to encourage and to enhance renewals. So, 
Check- These-Out. 


Multi-Year Prepayments. Why collect dues just annually? Why not biannually or even trienni- 
ally? Why not a discount for several years advanced payment, say $5.00 for one year but $12.00 for three 
years? Whatever amount lost in dollars would be compensated by the convenience and continuity of 'up- 
front' payments. 


Separate Billing. Somewhere back when First Class Postage when from a nickel to a nickel and 
a cent, or for whatever reason at whatever point in time, most all coin clubs began mentioning ‘dues are 
due' in their respective monthly newsletter or bulletin, rather than a separate distinct annual soliciting 
mailing. On the surface, this seems easy and okay; however, if real dues notices were mailed, as one 
would get any other bill, then renewals might be treated more punctually and positively. A distinct billing 
notice--dues renewal--on colored paper with reply envelope creates an impression much more than a 
buried notice in a multi-page white mimeographed newsletter or bulletin. 


Dues Paying Dinner. For years, my local men's social club here in Vallejo has held, each Febru- 
ary, its "Annual Dues Paying Dinner", with good response and attendance. Simply, a dinner, or some 
type of social, is arranged, as an enticement of some form, open only to those who attend in person and pay 
their dues. For my local social club, it has worked so well over the years that those who cannot attend mail 
their dues in readily with regrets. 


Collectible Membership Cards. So many membership cards are so alike: white and dry. Why 
not great-looking cards, nicely designed and printed, that are collectibles and only issued upon prompt, 
positive, and pleasant dues payment? Taking this idea from another organization and its unique cards, 
which are also laminated, this creates a collectible. Knowing the ease also quality of scanning and word 
processing plus improving computer graphics along with declining costs of reproduction, unique collect- 
ible membership cards are not as difficult nor expensive as might be feared. 


Paid Lifetime Membership. Lastly, and the most easy to implement, is to have a paid lifetime 
membership, at a justifiable amount to guarantee adequate income over many years. Do Not Disregard 
This One. Ask the Redwood Empire Coin Club (RECC) how many of its members converted during just 
the first year paid lifetime membership was offered, endowing the Club with a sizable investment fund. 
Give It Thought. 


These five are only five ideas, and only extolled here in the rough; however, each--or a few or all-- 
could alleviate some of the annual agony and attention to collecting, processing, and handling renewals 
and dues payments. This wasted energy and enthusiasm that might be expended elsewhere to the 
betterment of a local coin club, and its members. 
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Ten Steps for a Great Coin Club — Your Program Director’s View

After reading “Ten Steps to Winning the Louise Graham Club of the Year Award” that appeared 
in the September 2004 issue of the CN Journal (Vol. 49, No. 7, pp 367-369), I got to thinking 
about how these points might apply to the City of Ottawa Coin Club. What follows are my 
personal thoughts on the ““Ten Steps” Dan Gosling presented in his article and how we might use 


them to enhance our Club. 


1. Improve Your Meeting Programs 


The success of the COCC is highly dependent upon regular attendance at our monthly meeting. 
To achieve this, we need a program that is interesting, inclusive, and informative for all our 
members. We need enthusiastic speakers, appealing topics, enlightening activities, and lively 
discussions. All our members need to get involved and speak about their coin collecting interests, 
experiences, and passions. And we mustn’t ever hesitate to offer differing perspectives, state 
opposing views, or discuss provocative issues. It is this lively and interactive exchange of ideas 
that will draw us together and help each of us to get as much as we possibly can out of our hobby 


and the Club. 


2. Remove Your Club’s Business Affairs from Your Regular Meetings 


Yo! COCC Executive sit up and take note! We attend the meetings to enjoy the numismatic 
experience, not to listen to dry and boring nausea about the administration and management of 
the Club. Keeping that “stuff” to the Executive Meetings means we will take away a positive 
experience from our regular meeting each month (and it means the members of the Executive 
don’t have to listen to the dull stuff twice...ZZzzz). No need to say anymore on this point! 


3. Increase Your Revenue 


Our program depends on a steady stream of income to the Club. We must maintain a positive 
cash flow in order to fund the Club’s activities and keep us from withering on the vine. How do 
we do this? This is where we need ideas, initiative and input. We already have some traditions 
established: Annual Fees, Fall Club Auction, and monthly 50/50 draws, but we need some new 
ideas too! When was the last time we hosted the CNA or ONA convention and coin show? Have 
we ever had a corporate sponsor? How can we reduce our expenses? Can we write a 
book/publication and sell it to raise money? We are limited only by our imagination and our 
desire to succeed. Money makes the COCC world go round, but it is the effort and initiative of 
each individual that greases the gears and wheels. Let’s hear some ideas! 


4. Separate the Business of Earning from What You Fund 


This is an interesting one. Essentially, what it means is that the people who focus on raising the 
funds should not, if at all possible, be the same folks who are making the decisions on how the 
money is spent. In other words, the Executive should decide what program activities get funded, 
hile a separate committee (that reports to the Executive, of course) is responsible to raise the 
recessary funds. By operating this way, we separate the business decision of what to fund from 
the emotional attachment to the money that develops from having to raise the funds. Gosling 


C 
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stated it quite well: “Your club’s executive should decide what projects to support and what 
initiatives to finance. [The fund-raising committee]...should only focus on generating a fair and 
reasonable profit from its activities and not be concerned with how the profits are utilized.” 


<4 Find a Recruiter 


Continued growth will keep us from fading away, and the recruitment of new members Is an 
essential ingredient to a healthy club. Not all of us have the knack for encouraging others to join 
the club, but those of us who do are vital to our Club’s future. We need the skills and abilities of 
those individuals to keep new members walking through the door. Gosling suggests that a local 
coin dealer who is a member of the club might be the right person to do this job, as he or she 
would be motivated to encouraging people to become interested in numismatics. While I'll 
concede that a coin dealer is one possibility, 1 would prefer that our “recruiter” be someone in the 
club who is motivated for reasons other than personal profit. As a motivating factor, perhaps we 
could offer of some sort of incentive to those who recruit new members, say, exemption from 
next year’s fees if you bring in three new members. Any other thoughts? Any volunteers for 
COCC Recniter? ©” 


6. Develop Volunteers 


Volunteers are the heart and soul of the Club; without them we will not survive. And I’m not just 
thinking about the folks who volunteer for the COCC Executive. We need people to set-up and 
teardown at each meeting, and we need volunteers as speakers, discussion leaders, and to share 
their experiences and knowledge with the rest of us. We also need people to develop ideas for 
Club activities, to contnbute articles and items for the COCC Joumal, to lead a recruiting drive, 
to coordinate fund raising, and to spread the word about our great Club. Volunteering will help 
each of us feel like we belong to the club, that we have made a contribution to the betterment of _ 
the club, and that our club is an extension of each of us. This sentiment of “belonging” or 
“ownership” or “vested interest” in the club is what we get out of our volunteer work. So let’s 


get volunteering! 


7. Expand Your Inner Circle of Volunteers 


Encouraging members to volunteer for activities and take on responsibilities that are within the 
scope of their talents and interests will go a long way to drawing in those “fringe” members and 
forming a more cohesive Club. Anyone who collects has something to give back to the hobby 
and, if approached in the nght way, will become an enthusiastic participant and organizer of Club 
activities. They will also feel closer to the “Inner Circle of movers and shakers” in the Club and, 
if all goes well, they will form the core of the next “Inner Circle” as they will be in a better 
position to move on to positions of greater responsibility within the Club’s management 
structure. 


8. Feed the Troops 


As an Anmy guy, J like this one! Food and drink certainly do function as a catalyst to bring 
people together and get them talking. When I came to my first meeting in November, I was very © 
pleased to see a spread of cheeses, crackers, and sandwiches. By staying around after the | 

meeting and having something to eat, I was able to meet many of the Club members and talk with 

them about coin collecting in a very informal and relaxed setting. We need to dothis more often, 
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and Gosling offers several suggestions in his article. Our proposed program has a Holiday 
Gathering planned in December. Are there any other suggestions? Everything we do together 
doesn’t have to focus completely on coin collecting. How about a breakfast meeting? Brunch at 


the Racetrack? Summer B-B-Q? 


9. Acknowledge the “One” 

Every club has its “key” people who go “above and beyond” to make the Club a success each 
year, and these people deserve to be recognized for their contributions. | was extremely pleased 
to see Johnnie Johnson recognized in the first issue of the CNA Bulletin for his work on our 
COCC Journal. Well done, Johnnie! We must always ensure those who contnbute are thanked 
for thei efforts. Such recognition can range from a simple “thank-you” and a pat on the back to 
a public presentation of an award. Not only is this the “nght” thing to do, it may also encourage 
others to participate when they see the recognition their colleagues receive for their contributions. 
And of course, such acknowledgement should be embedded in the culture of our Club, not as an 
afterthought. So if we see someone “going that extra mile,” let’s make sure they get recognized 


for it! 


10. Groom Your Replacement 


Each of us can only do the things we do for the Club for so long. Fatigue, boredom, illness, age, 
and many other factors will eventually cause us to change what and how we contribute to the 
Club. We all need to be both Mentors and Students; Mentors who bring others along in what we 
are doing now, and Students who are Jearning to do something else that will both contribute to 
the Club and motivate us. My mother always told me that “A change is as good as a rest,” so 
each of us should be prepared to change duties and responsibilities within the Club to prevent 
ourselves from becoming stale. We continually need “new blood” on our Executive and our 
committees, so start thinking now about how you might contnbute to the Club in the future. 


These are a few of the thoughts I had as I read Dan Gosling’s article. I realize that these ideas are 
not the way each of us may see things within the Club, and I respect each individual’s 
perspective. What I hoped to accomplish was to get each of us more interested in the Club, 
becoming more involved in establishing where we want to go and how to get there, and achieving 
that goal. Each of us is an essential part of the Club, and each of us can make an important 
contnbution. What will you contnbute?
